SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Untitled/Top 10 No.6 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording tends to promote and support the use of violence or coercion to 
compel people to participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct. 

The video recording presents a succession of scenes that depict women being 
restrained and subjected to physical pain in a manner designed to be sexually titillating 
and presents the use of violence as a legitimate means through which sexual 
gratification can be achieved. The first section of the video recording shows women 
restrained in various positions and a man who, using whips and a tawse, hits them 
across their buttocks, genitals and breasts. The use of the whips and tawse is heavily 
sexualised with the men removing the clothes from the women and the camera 
focusing on the whip hitting the genitals. The emphasis throughout is on the 
vulnerability of the women and this adds to the level of titillation. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in classifying 
this video recording but as s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993 is a deeming provision no further consideration has been given to the NZBR 
Act. 
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
